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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 and 33-39 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claim 1 , the prior art does not disclose in the 
claimed environment a method for automated picking of animal cell colonies using a 
picking head comprising at least one hollow pin characterized by an inside diameter that 
is larger than the diameter of the animal cell colonies. The Magnuson reference 
represents the closest prior art, but expressly indicates that the pin diameter must be 
less than the diameter of the animal cell colony in order to create an essentially air-tight 
seal. With respect to independent claim 10, the prior art does not disclose an 
automated apparatus for picking animal cell colonies wherein at least one hollow pin is 
provided with inner and outer pins that each have an inside diameter larger than the cell 
colony diameter. Even if one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to 
form an additional outer pin around the existing hollow pin of Magnuson, the previously 
existing inner pin of Magnuson would still be characterized by a diameter that is smaller 
than the associated cell colonies. 

The Kuzan (US 2005007001 1) reference discloses the state of the art regarding 
varying pin diameter with cell diameter in a cell picking system. Kuzan, however, is not 
prior art.
